CAMP APPLICATION FUROR 

Shelter Island’s Old Man McGumbus, the 
104-year-old WWII veteran and _ self-taught 
wildlife surgeon, was arrested on Thursday 
for disrupting an official planning meeting. 
According to officials, McGumbus became 
agitated during the meeting and ignored 
repeated warnings to allow others to speak. 
Among the items on the meeting’s agenda was 
McGumbus’s own application to run a sleep- 
away camp on his premises this coming summer. 
McGumbus plans to call the camp “Camp Spay- 
a-Doe.” The board reviewing McGumbus’s 
application had numerous concerns about 
the proposed camp, chief among them being 
McGumbus’s plan to teach his young campers 
how to spay female deer and to then send them 
off on solo “wilderness expeditions” to see 
how many does they can spay. He additionally 
proposed to bill the town $1000 for each 
successful neutering operation his campers 
perform—$1000 being the going rate for this 
service. Officials had special objections to this 
last proposal, pointing out that it would be 
difficult for campers to prove how many does 


they had spayed. McGumbus became enraged, 
loudly accused the officials of calling him a 
liar, and became so disruptive that police were 
called to arrest him. 


WITNESSES SOUGHT IN REOPENED CASE 

Police have announced the reopening of a 
decades-old case, citing unspecified new 
information that may link it to the East End. The 
crime in the case comprised a shooting and a 
robbery at a private residence in El Paso by two 
suspects, one male and one female. In a press 
briefing last Tuesday, the police detective in the 
new investigation, Billy Mack, who was also the 
original investigator on the case, recalled the 
circumstances. “Usually these two suspects, 
who were in a relationship, just sat around the 
house using drugs and watching television, but 
one day they just went nuts.” The two, who 
at the time were known, rather generically, as 
“Billy Joe” and “Bobby Sue,” made off with an 
unspecified amount of cash after the armed 
robbery, and have remained at large to this day. 
While at first they headed south, police officials 
feel that they could be just about anywhere, and 
probably have adopted different names in order 
to avoid detection. Officer Mack remarked that 
the new information police have received has 
energized the search for the suspects: “I’ve said 
it before—I’m not going to let these two escape 
justice. Not only do we have the facts, but the 
taxpayers demand results.” Police encourage 
anyone with information to contact them. &

What My Wife and I Had to Go Through the Day Before the Storm

he photograph that accompanies this article : 


was taken from our front door looking 
toward the beach and the Caribbean Sea last 
Tuesday morning, the same day that 30 inches 
of snow fell on Southampton. 

Ha ha. 

We've spent the past week and a half on the 
wonderful and very isolated island of Virgin 
Gorda in the British Virgin Islands, and it is 
82 degrees out as it has been every day, with 
one or two degrees separating one day from 
another. We live in our bathing suits. We swim 
around just off our beach. We snorkel and look 
at the colorful fish. We sit in lounge chairs 
and rest up and then go back in again. And we 
are reading some books we have downloaded 
on our Nooks, books by John Grisham and 
Agatha Christie and others, while enjoying 
ourselves immensely. 

We either cook the food we’ve bought at 
Buck’s Grocery in Spanish Town on the grill or 
we go out to eat at Chez Bamboo, or The Rock 
Cafe, or Hog Heaven, which sits atop of the 


mountain on the island. And we hobnob with 
some of the locals or a few other tourists or 
boat people. A big ocean liner anchored off the 
ferry dock on Sunday and about 200 passengers 
took small launches in groups of 20 to a dock 
not far from our beach. The locals met them 
and gave them tours of the island in pickup 
trucks they’ve jerry-rigged as 16 passenger 
rickshaw taxis: That day we ate lunch at the 
Mermaid Dockside Bar & Grill adjacent to the 
dock and watched them come and go, and also 
watched the cook throw bits of leftovers to a 
herd of tarpon, six-foot-long hundred-pound 
fish that were circling around the back of the 
Mermaid, waiting for that to happen. 

We have Wi-Fi at the Mango Bay here where 
we are staying, and so |’ve been able to stay in 
touch with the office and send in Dan’s Papers 
articles | write and get back and edit parts of 
the paper before it goes to the printer up there. 
That happens every Tuesday, and | get the stuff 
to read whether I am there or elsewhere. We 
also get to deal with our email. We also have 
our cellphones. But we’ve put them in a drawer. 

On Monday morning, the day before this 


picture was taken, my wife brought her iPad to 
the breakfast table for the first time. We were by 
the charcoal grill, the sun rising over the palm 
trees on the mountain behind us. We were, 
astonishingly, now listening to NPR. We’d be 
going home in two days, but now she’d found a 
way to hook up our Wi-Fi to one of the New York 
City stations. It was streaming live news. 

The Russians were starting a new offensive 
against a Ukrainian city. Another woman said 
she’d been raped by a movie star. New York 
State Assembly Speaker Silver got arrested by 
the FBI. The Greeks had elected a new president 
who will denounce all the austerity that country 
has been suffering under, and this could break 
up the eurozone. 

“I wish you’d turn that thing off,” I said to my 
wife. “All it is is bad news. Why don’t they ever 
put on the good news? We’re on vacation.” 

She was about to turn it off when New York 
Mayor de Blasio came on the news. “This 
could be the largest storm in the history of this 
city. My message for New Yorkers is prepare 
for something worse than we have ever seen 
before,” he was saying.

There will be hurricane force winds. Three 
feet of snow. All the power could go out. 
They were shutting everything down tonight. 
Subways. Buses. Tunnels. Bridges. Trains. 
Airports. Tonight, Monday night. Stay home. 

“Wait a minute,” I said. “Leave it on.” 

We would only be here two more days, 
Monday and Tuesday. Wednesday we were 
scheduled out on a ferry from Virgin Gorda to 
St. Thomas. We’d arrive at 11:30. Then we had a 
JetBlue flight from St. Thomas to San Juan, and 
finally the big four- hour JetBlue flight from San 
Juan to JFK. We’d spend the night in New York, 
then come back home to the Hamptons. 

Or would we? 

I went to accuweather.com on the computer. 
Hadn’t even thought to do this before. They 
were having two-hour live broadcasts about 
the storm. 

“See this curve here, where it kind of bulges?” 
the weatherman was saying, pointing to a bulge 
' on his radar map over eastern Pennsylvania. 
“This is when you get the big updraft.” He 
pointed to something else. “It’s all coming 
together from every direction. New York will be 
paralyzed beginning Monday night.” 

Maybe I ought to check out our flights. Both 
my wife and I had to be home Wednesday night 
and had full schedules for Thursday, she in New 
York and | in Bridgehampton. 

I called JetBlue. A message recorded by 
that silly but endearing Valley Girl they have 
came on saying they had long waits to speak 
to an operator. More than 12 minutes. Instead 
try jetblue.com. You can do anything at 


jetblue.com you can do on the phone. I went 
to the website. It froze up when I tried to use 
it. | went back to the operator. I'll wait, I said 
to the recorded announcement after I got her 
again. After a half an hour of lovely songs 
occasionally interrupted by the Valley Girl, I got 
unceremoniously hung up on. 

“Can't reach JetBlue,” I told my wife. 

“They’ve probably got everybody calling,” 
she said. 

Then I thought to Google “JetBlue 
Cancellations.” It led me to an article on CNN 
written in January 7, 2014 entitled “JetBlue’s 
Winter Nightmare.” | 

In that winter snowstorm one year ago, 
150,000 JetBlue customers were affected over 
a six-day period. 

“JetBlue...essentially shut operations at 
Boston’s Logan International Airport and the 
three New York-area airports,” the article read. 
“While other carriers have canceled flights, 
none has had to halt all operations at key 
airports.” 

JetBlue blamed it on new FAA rules that 
required more rest for pilots. It affected them 
more than others, they said, because JetBlue 
pilots worked longer hours than those on other 
airlines. Another problem was that 45% of all 
JetBlue flights go to airports in Boston or New 
York. Still another was that the airline was only 
14 years old and so had less experience to fall 
back on when this sort of thing happens. 

“We will do everything we can to earn 
their forgiveness and loyalty,” said JetBlue 
spokesman Anders Lindstrom. 


How about answering the phone? 

I tried again. Still no answer. Then I thought 
maybe we should just fly aboard a small plane 
to San Juan from the dirt strip here in Virgin 
Gorda. As things stood now, there was not 
that much time between our first flight from 
St. Thomas and the ticket counter in San Juan 
for the big flight back home. It would be a mob 
scene. Would we have to sleep on the airport 
floor? 

I called a local airline that has scheduled 
service out of Virgin Gorda. They had an earlier 
flight. And it had four seats available. To get 
them, I would have to fill out a form they would 
email to me and then fax it back to them. 
Panicky, | asked if they could hold the two seats 
until I did that, and they said no, it’s first come, 
first served. Also, the tickets had to be paid for 
in advance with a credit card. Also, it was non- 
refundable, and if I cancelled I not only lost the 
money but there was a penalty to pay. I’d need 
to put the credit card numbers on the form. And 
if | couldn’t fax it, | could hand deliver it to them 
at the small Virgin Gorda airport at the other 


end of the island a half-hour away. 


Then I remembered there is a fax machine at 


‘the office of Mango Bay, so I drove there, up 


a long, winding, narrow and steep driveway. 
When I got there, Gino told me I shouldn’t do 
that. 

“JetBlue booked your flight beginning at St. 
Thomas. If you don’t take the first part but just 
show up at the second part, you won’t be let on 
the plane. It’s an airline rule.”

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Silver Lining 


Sheldon Silver’s Troubles Mean Good News for Peconic County

s I am sure you know by now, Sheldon 

Silver, the powerful and longtime Speaker 
of the New York State Assembly, is in a 
heap of trouble. 

The FBI has arrested him and accused him 
of accepting about $4 million in “referral fees” 
from two law firms with which they claim he had 
unethical relationships. One firm represented 
real estate developers, the other represented 
clients involved in asbestos claims. But Silver 
does not list these fees on his annual financial 
disclosure forms. And the reason is, some Say, 
that a “referral fee” can also be construed as a 
kickback. The charges that have been thrown 
~ at Silver include mail and wire fraud, extortion, 
~ and extortion conspiracy. Silver, just re-elected 
to the post of Speaker in January, has stepped 
down, though he remains, for now, a member of 
“the Assembly. 

But there is a good side to all of this that very 
much concerns the eastern end of Long Island. 
Now, finally, we could have a Peconic County. 

For more than 20 years, residents of the 
North and South Forks have supported 
a plan to create a new county out here to 
be called Peconic County. It would consist 
of the five rural eastern towns—Riverhead, 
Southold, Shelter Island, Southampton and 


East Hampton. And if it were created it would 
result in the secession of this new county 
from Suffolk County, to which these five 
towns currently belong. 

There is a very clear reason to make this 


separation. For nearly 250 years, since the 


founding of Suffolk County in 1683, almost all of 
Suffolk County was rural, with the population 


._ largely divided evenly west of the county seat 


in Riverhead and east of it all the way to 
Montauk. Riverhead was also approximately 
the geographic center of the county as well. 

Until 1960, the County was run by a board 
composed of each town supervisor. There were 
10 of them and since they each had one vote, 
that meant that as suburban sprawl began to 
bring vast numbers of people to the five most 
westerly towns, the five eastern towns, when 
joined by a sixth rural community, Brookhaven, 
could control the doings of Suffolk County . 

This was seen as unfair by the residents of 
the five western towns in Suffolk County, and 
rightfully so. The population in the west was 
now 600,000; the population in the east 65,000. 
No one here complained. 

But then, the county formed the new county 
legislature with proportional representation. 
By 1990, the whole thing was turned upside 
down—no, even more than upside down. 
The county legislature today consists of 18 


members. Sixteen represent the west end of the 
county. Two represent the five eastern towns. 
So the five East End towns have no say. This is 
a no-brainer. 

Riverhead remains the county seat of Suffolk 
County. But it really is in name only. The county 
Legislature sits on a campus in Hauppauge, 20 
minutes from the western border of the county 
and an hour-and-a-half from the eastern border. 
Also in Hauppauge is the executive branch. 

Leaving Riverhead was a huge hit to the 
economy of that town. Today an estimated 
40,000 people are employed by the county. 
Today the population of Riverhead is 33,500. 
Imagine what that mean for the town when, 
during 1970s and 1980s when the population 
was approximately half that. This loss of 
jobs almost drove Riverhead to the brink of 
dereliction, a state from which it has only 
recently rallied as a tourist destination. 

Worse was the matter of taxation. Most 
of the wealth is on the largely unpopulated 
east end (about 135,000 people). Most of the 
need for the taxes was on the west end (about 
1,300,000 people ). But study after study shows 
that the taxes paid by the east end are far out 
of proportion. What the west end wants it gets 
from the East End. What the East End gets is 
the leftovers. 


I recall a request (Cont'd on next page) 
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made by East End legislator 
Schneiderman asking that a 
change be made in the balance 
of how the taxes going to police 
forces was divided up. What he 
got was a new way to divide it up 
that made it even worse for the 
East End. Punishment for even 
asking. (A few years later, I admit 
they did rectify this situation, 
but you get the picture.). 

In any case, it was clear 
that the East End wanted to be 
separated from Suffolk County. 
A straw vote was held in the 
late 1990s. More than two out of 
three voters wanted it. What was 
needed now was approval from 
the State of New York to hold a 
referendum on this matter. After 
that, a referendum could take 
place, and if the East End still 
wanted to be its own county, they 
could have it happen by majority vote. 

The paperwork was drawn up. The Senate 
was ready to approve it. But then we were told 
it would never get to the governor’s desk. Ever. 

Silver was not going to let it get through to the 
floor of the State Assembly. He would hold it 
bottled up in committee. Forever, if need be. He 
gave some lame excuse about if he did this for 
the East End, then he’d have to do it for Staten 
Island, which at that time wanted to consider 
separating itself from the City of New York. 

There are many people around today who

remember the march by East Enders up in 
Albany in 1998, with residents and officials 
carrying around the green and blue flags of 
Peconic County. A rally accompanied serving of 
a summons on the State of New York for holding 
up the will of the people in violation of the New 
York State Constitution. Among the participants 
were Larry Cantwell, now East Hampton Town 
Supervisor; attorney Steve Grossman from Sag 
Harbor; Fred Thiele, the state assemblyman 
from our district; John Rusch of Shelter Island, 
who designed the flag; James Drew, a then- 


Southampton Town councilman; 
and Linda Riley, a former 
Southampton Town attorney . 
But the state constitution was 
no match for Sheldon Silver. The 
State of New York, at that time— 
this was common knowledge 
written about extensively—was 
run by three people: Sheldon 
Silver, Governor George Pataki 
and Joe Bruno, the Leader of the 
Senate. Albany back then was 
called “broken” by many. And 
some still refer to it that way. 
To get anything done involved 


“three men in a room.” Bruno 
was subsequently convicted of 
smail fraud, sentenced to two — 
gyears in jail, though later he 
=had that overturned and was 
acquitted. Governor Pataki is 
out of office. 

And then in July 2013, our current governor, 


Andrew Cuomo, announced the formation 


of the Moreland Commission to investigate 
wrongdoing in New York State government, a 
commission that he disbanded a year later for 
reasons not yet clear, a decision which may 
effectively ruin his chances of having a run for 
President in 2016. 

Who could possibly have gotten him to go to _ 
this level of political suicide? 

Peconic County, lower taxes, better services,

Concer Redux 


_ Historic Home of Former Southampton Slave Could Survive a “Flip”

think one of the saddest things that happened 

in our community last year was the tearing 
down of the historic home of Pyrrhus Concer. 
Pyrrhus was born a slave in Southampton, 
and, after the slaves were freed in 1827 in the 
State of New York, traveled around the world 
as a mate on a whaling ship, sought fortune 
in the California Gold Rush, then returned to 
his historic home to run his’own business for 
the rest of his life—a water taxi service that 
took the summer people across Lake Agawam 
from Monument Square to the beach where the 
Southampton Bathing Club is today. He was a 
town character during those later years, and he 
died in 1897 at the age of 83. 

It seemed inconceivable, in 2014, that such 
a bad thing could happen after all these years 
under the very noses of the very historically 
aware Village of Southampton. But now there’s 
salt being rubbed in that wound. The man who 
bought the property and tore the place down 
and vowed to the mayor that all he wanted 
in life was to have a mansion overlooking the 
pond has, after getting approvals, put the 
property up for sale for almost double what he 
paid for it a year ago. It’s called a “flip.” That’s 
a real estate term. It means buy a distressed 
property cheap, and then soon thereafter sell 
high—and make a quick buck out of it, in this 
case about $2 million. 

Call this flip the worst thing that could happen 
in the month of January 2015 in Southampton. 

I spoke with Southampton Village Mayor 
Mark Epley, who’s battled tooth and nail to not 
have this happen. He’s still battling. And he’s 
pretty bitter about the situation. 

“We've lost some battles,” he told me. “And 


the worst of it, ‘though it’s not a lot of money, is 
that having lost, it turns out we have to pay this 
man back all the money he’s paid us to get the 
permits we fought so hard to have him not get. 
It’s a state law.” 

Battles are lost. But the war is not over. 
Pyrrhus Concer’s house, torn down as it is, may 
be a town treasure yet. 

And it may be like pulling a rabbit out of a hat. 
Wait till you hear this story. 

Pyrrhus Concer was born. in 1814 in 
Southampton, and was owned by a man who 
had a farm here. New York State did not wait for 
Abraham Lincoln’s Emancipation Proclamation 
to free the slaves. New York did it on its own 
in 1827, when Pyrrhus was 13. Pyrrhus stayed 
working on the farm for a couple of years, but 
then went to Sag Harbor, a whaling town at that 
time, and got a job as a mate on a ship. The 
ship went around the world in search of whales. 
At one point, Pyrrhus and the rest of the crew 
came ashore at a port town in Japan. Japan 
was Closed to the outside world. So Pyrrhus 
was very likely the first black man to set foot 
in that country. 

When the whales got fished out around the 
world, and when kerosene and oil began to light 
people’s homes and _ businesses, the whaling 
industry came to an end, and all the whaling 
boats at Long Wharf in Sag Harbor left town and 
headed to San Francisco to participate in that 
town’s gold rush of 1849. Pyrrhus went too, but 
failed to strike it rich, and returned a year later 
to his beloved Southampton. 

From about 1850 until 1897. when he died, 
Pyrrhus ran a water taxi service on Lake Agawam 
during the summertime. He surely had many 
tales to tell to those he ferried over. He lived at 
51 Pond Lane, on a slight rise, directly across 


the street from Agawam Park on the west side. 
He’d walk a few hundred yards from his house 
to the dock and his small boat. No one really 
knows if he rowed people across, poled them 
across or took them across by raising a sail. It’s 
about a mile down to the beach. 

In recent decades, the Village of Southampton 
has conducted a number of surveys of where 
the historic houses are. If anybody owns such a 
house and wants to make changes to it, the fact 
that it is historic will immediately be brought 
to the attention of the community who can then 
stop such a thing from happening. 

In 2013, this .82-acre residential site 
with Concer’s house, burdened as it were 
by its historic building—from a real estate 
perspective—was sold to our flipper for $2.75 
million. This could be considered a bargain, 
considering the location overlooking the pond, 
but then there was the problem of the historic 
Concer house. 

The flipper immediately announced he wanted 
to build a summer home on this property for 
his. family. He approached the architectural 
review board with a plan for his home. It would 
include seven bedrooms, six bathrooms, a pool 
and pool house and a 496-square-foot guest 
house. He’d also need a demolition permit to 
clear the site. Permission was denied. He sued. 

In his lawsuit, our flipper noted that the 
Pyrrhus Concer house was not on any list of 
historic places the village had ordered up. It 
apparently had been overlooked. 

Without this designation, the village now 
had no defense to stop a McMansion from 
being constructed on the site. The Mayor 
had to console himself that at least the 
applicant wanted to build a nice summer home 
for his family. (Cont'd on next page) 
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Some time in mid-summer last year, our flipper 
said he was ready to go with the demolition. 
Many in the community was outraged, but there 
was nothing to be done. There was, however, a 
consolation prize. Our flipper agreed to allow 
the village to come in to remove beams and 
pieces of the home’s framing for historical 
preservation. As | said, things get moved 
around, even these days, in our town. For 
example, nobody is really sure if either the 
Pelletreau Silver Shop or the Halsey House—the 
oldest saltbox in town—were moved around a 
bit. And so, down went Pyrrhus’s house. 

Late last summer, beginning just at Labor 
Day, a new attraction was introduced for the 
Southampton community. A small dock was 
constructed just about across the street from 
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where Pyrrhus’s house was. It would re-create 
the journey that Pyrrhus took every day in his 
latter years, bringing people across the pond 
in a boat. It was in celebration of the 200th 
anniversary of the year of Pyrrhus’s birth. 

The inauguration ofthat service was scheduled 
for August 13, and it did take place, but not until 
three days later. At that time, Vice President 
Joe Biden was enjoying a little vacation as 
someone’s guest in a house overlooking the 
pond, and the Secret Service would not allow 
the ferry to go out onto the pond. But it did 
begin after Biden left, and it continued on 


into October, until the weather got bad. It is © 


expected that this service will be back again 
next summer. 
And now, to start the new year, here it is, the 
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Pyrrhus Concer property on the market, listed 
at just $4.995 million. It’s just a “lot.” Here’s 
the listing: 

“Amazing opportunity to build new 
construction on an elevated .82 acre lot with 
views of Agawam Park and Agawam Lake,” it 
reads. “Rarely does a property come available 
south of the highway in Southampton Village 
with so much potential and so close to the 
ocean....ARB approvals in place for 5700 +/- 
square foot home with pool, pool house and 496 
square foot guest home.” 

The obvious thing to do, at this point, isto 
pay the man the $4.995 million, get the property 
back, and put Pyrrhus’s house back up there. 
But that’s a lot of money for a small village. 
And the Village cannot use the Community 
Preservation Fund tax money set aside for open 
space. 

“The CPF won’t authorize that kind of money 
for a property less than an acre,” the Mayor told 
me. But he has another idea, a better idea. 

Pyrrhus’s house was located overlooking the 
pond from across the road on the west side. 
At that point, the pond ends with a 400-foot 
shoreline, with the War Memorial on the lawn 
to the north. But what’s on the east side of the 
pond? 

The Village owns a 1.2 acre vacant property 
that fronts the pond adjacent to a small 
playground, and picnic area. In back of it is the 
public parking lot for the business district. 

Mayor Epley wants to re-construct Pyrrhus’ 
house on that vacant 1.2 acres, facing the pond. 
It. would be an accessible historic museum, 
visible from anywhere in the park and an even 
shorter walk to the dock where Pyrrhus had 
his boat than the walk across Pond Lane from 
where he used to live. Furthermore, it will face 
west. The sun will set across the pond onto the 
front entrance of Pyrrhus’ house. 

Mayor Epley has met with State Assemblyman 
Fred Thiele about reconstructing Pyrrhus’s 
house there. He has talked to several other 
officials. : 

In prior situations where treasures in 
Southampton have been flipped—one recalls 
the Southampton Bath and Tennis Clubhouse, 
a Stanford White-designed building, which got 
flipped by Denise Rich around 20 years ago, 
and 10 years ago when the Poxabogue Public 
Golf Course got flipped—the buyers who paid 
the price were the club members and the 
Towns of Southampton and East Hampton 
respectively. The flippers walked away counting 
their money. 

In this case, if this plan goes ahead, the Village 
will have its historic former slave museum 
by the pond and Mr. Flipper will have to find 
someone else to pay him the $4.995 million. 

When he does, the new buyer can have his 
seven-bedroom McMansion with the pool, guest 
house and pool house, and, just across the 
way there, a view of the little 20’ x 40’ cottage 
where lived that famous former slave from the 
Village of Southampton, Pyrrhus Concer. And 
there, in the summer, will be, between them, 
a ferry boat, not like the one that Pyrrhus 
used, but one that meets all necessary public 
safety codes and inspections the Coast Guard 
requires for operation of a ferry boat offered up 
for public use. 

And so there you go. And everyone lives 
happily ever after. ga 
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Southampton Hospital Closer to Building New Facility

he State University of New York trustees 

unanimously voted last month to 
allow Stony Brook University to go forward 
with merging its hospital with Southampton 
Hospital, a vote that was the biggest hurdle in a 
long process that could end with a new hospital 
being built at the Stony Brook Southampton 
campus in Shinnecock Hills. 

Regulatory approvals are still needed before 
the merger can be completed, but Southampton 
Hospital President and CEO Robert Chaloner is 
confident state agencies are warm to the idea. 
Such a merger is in line with public policy, 
he says, and with the recommendations of 
the Berger Commission’s report on moving 
New York State’s healthcare facilities into 
the 21st century. 

Thr next steps include getting the state 
Department of Health and the attorney general 
to sign off—Chaloner says all of the necessary 
approvals may be in hand within 6 to 12 
months. The merger will be complete when 
Southampton and Stony Brook begin to work 
under the same state operating license. 

In addition to Stony Brook setting aside 
some acres in Shinnecock Hills for a new 
hospital, the merger has numerous financial 
and clinical benefits that will improve access to 
and the quality of healthcare on the South Fork, 
according to Chaloner. 

“We’ve opened a door to the satiate: and it’s 
going to open up a lot of possibilities,” Chaloner 
says. “That’s why I’m excited about it. If we 
were just sitting here trying to survive for the 
next few years, doors would be closing on us.” 

The approval of the SUNY trustees was a long 
time coming. Chaloner explains that SUNY was 
hesitant because of another hospital merger 
that went south. SUNY Downstate Medical 
Center and Long Island College Hospital, both 
in Brooklyn, merged, and it turned out to be 
a catastrophe, with hundreds of millions of 
dollars lost and Long Island College Hospital 
shuttering in 2014. 

Long Island College Hospital was in dire 
straits before its merger, while Southampton 
Hospital has been on an upswing in recent 
years. “We've been climbing up, rather than 
going off a cliff,” Chaloner says of Southampton. 

Nonetheless, the SUNY trustees subjected 
the Southampton deal to more extensive due 
diligence than was expected, and that dragged 
the process out. 

Now that the trustees have given the 
green light, Chaloner is looking forward to 
Southampton getting access to Stony Brook’s 
teaching programs and doctors. 

“Having teaching going on raises the bar for 
people’s expertise,” he says. And having access 
to Stony Brook’s network of residents and its 
recruiting capability will make it easier to fill 
openings when doctors leave or retire. 

Chaloner hopes that by recruiting more 
doctors and_ initiating more programs, 
Southampton can get back much of the “bread- 
and-butter” community hospital work that it 
lost when the hospital had reputation problems 
and after experts in certain fields were lost. And 
Stony Brook would appreciate it too, he says. 
“We can do it for lower cost than they could 
over there.” 


Clinical benefits will also include common 
record keeping between Stony’ Brook 
and Southampton, so patients can transfer 
between hospitals and doctors’ offices with 
ease. Financially, Southampton will save on 
supply and equipment purchasing, because 
the much larger Stony Brook can negotiate 
better prices. Medicaid and other governmental 
reimbursement rates for providing patient 
services are anticipated to goup. Reimbursement 


rates from private insurance companies could 


also improve at Southampton. 

“We've looked at everything in enough detail 
to know that we'll be stronger, financially, 
working together, but I can’t really say today 
how much additional revenue,” Chaloner says. 


He can say Southampton will be secure enough 
to focus on growth, rather than survival. 

The “brass ring” of the merger is positioning 
Southampton to get a new facility at the college 
campus, he says. 

With the land provided by Stony Brook, the 
project price for a new hospital is estimated 
to be between $200 million and $250 million. 
Southampton Hospital plans to raise $150 
million through philanthropy. Having spoken 
to a number of hospital supporters, Chaloner 
says, “I don’t think it’s a pipe dream. | really 
thinks it’s doable to raise the kind of money 
we need.” The hospital can also sell its current 
facility in Southampton Village to raise capital, 
and some debt may be incurred. gu

Being an artist isn’t just like having a 
9 to 5 job—if you want to work late at night or 
early in the morning, it’s always there. 

I was doing illustration work and design for 


a long time, and you have | 
to work overnight to finish. 
In the late ’80s, early ‘90s, I | 
got really into it, and there’s 
always a deadline. They call 
you today and they need the 
piece tomorrow, ‘especially 
advertising and _ editorial 
work. Those days it was a 
different way of working, 
before computer graphics. 
I’ve done a lot of books, too, 
like for Dell and Bantam, 
which gives a couple weeks 
for illustrations, but for 
magazines or newspapers, it 
was always overnight. They 
get the story and they’re 
going to run it tomorrow. 
That’s why I like to work 
from home. 

In the ’90s, I moved out here. | love the water 
and I love to fish so it was perfect. I’m from 
Malta originally, actually Gozo, the sister island 
of Malta, which is a very tiny island. I still have 
family there. A lot of people don’t know how 
old Malta is. Because of the location in the 
Mediterranean there’s a lot of history. 


Who are some of the artists you admire? 

One artist that I really admire, and I don’t 
know if you’ve ever heard of him, is Bob Peak. 
This guy was mostly an illustrator, but also a 
designer. He did all the posters for Star Trek, 


a lot for Time magazine. In 
my eyes, he’s the top. If you 
really like drawing you have 
to see it. He used to do a 
lot of work in advertising— 
about 90% of movie posters 
are his. 

I was so obsessed with 
this guy I had to see if I 
could reach him. This was — 
about 35 years ago, and the 
guy wouldn’t even talk to 
me. An uncle of mine was 
a window washer, and 
Warner Brothers owned one 
of the buildings in the city.. 
My uncle knew one of the 
secretaries, and long story 
short I was able to get to 
meet with Bill Gold. He loved 
my work and said, “You 
know something, you must like Bob Peak.” I 
said, “Yes, | do.” A week after that I got to do a 
poster for The Goodbye People. 


Do you do commissions? 

Yes, and I just finished four pieces for 
someone. I do a lot of fish and combine a lot of 
weird stuff, octopus on faces, things like that. 
The person who commissioned the work said 
she hasn’t found anything else like it. g&

the first leg of the return was not on JetBlue, but 
by a small carrier they hired for that leg called 
Seaborne. Maybe they could cancel it. 

“I have tried to call Seaborne in the past,” 
Gino told me. “They don’t answer. You just get 
the machine.” 

Soon we had the Valley Girl on Gino’s phone 
and a recorded announcement on Seaborne on 
my phone, both on speakers, so we could hear 
them both at the same time. 

Eventually, I did get through to Seaborne. | 
got their number off their website (which has 
a big red sign at the top reading THIS WEBSITE 
MAY BE FOR SALE). Seaborne told me that if the 
flight was booked by JetBlue, then only JetBlue 
could change it. 

“You're telling me that you have no control 
over who flies on your planes?” was my 
frustrated parting shot at this person. 

Around 1 p.m. I got an email from Eric Feil, 
our new CEO, that they were finishing the issue 
of Dan’s Papers on Monday afternoon because 
they were going to close the office on Tuesday. 
He’d have the front of the book emailed over by 
3 to read. 

We got a call from the woman who stops by 
every day to care for our cat and tortoise in 
East Hampton while we are away. She wanted 
to know if we had a generator if the power 
went out. Chris told her we do, and she gave 
her the phone number of the people who 
service it and instructions on how to see if 
there’s a problem ahead of time. The generator 
is on the hillside at the back of our house 
behind a fence. 


“Tell her if she sees that the little light 
on the side is red, it isn’t working and she 
should call the people to come get it going. 
If it’s green or there is no light on at all 
it is fine.” 

“Tow s she going to get there in four feet of 
snow,” my wife wanted to know. 

“Well, then just tell her to call the 
power people if there is no power on in 
the house.” 

Lots of other calls were made. We learned 
that the daily 7 a.m. ferry from Virgin Gorda 
to St. Thomas doesn’t run on Wednesdays, so 
we'd have to get up and catch a 5 a.m. ferry 
out of Virgin Gorda, get off at the Bull Dock in 
Tortola, take a 15-mile taxi across Tortola in the 
dark to the main dock in Road Town and get the 
7 a.m. ferry to St. Thomas. 

I gave this information to my wife. 

“IT wonder if we can even get a cab at Bull 
Dock at 5:30 a.m.?” was her first reaction. Then: 
“Maybe we should charter a plane from ge to 
St. Thomas.” 

By this time on Monday it was late in the 
afternoon. | hadn’t gone for a swim, hadn’t 
walked on the beach, hadn’t snorkeled, hadn’t 
done anything at all but try to deal with this 
problem. I also tried both the JetBlue websites 
and phones repeatedly. The website was not 
interested in letting me in even with my itinerary 
code typed in. 

Finally, at dinner, we went over a backup 
plan. There are all sorts of beachfront hotels 
by the airport in San Juan. We’d get in to San 
Juan on that first flight from St. Thomas and go

directly to the JetBlue kiosk, where we could 
meet an actual person, if we could get through 
the crowds. If the plane was canceled, we’d. 

We got online 
and on travelocity.com many of these hotels 
were already being flooded with reservations 
for Wednesday night, but finally we were able 
to book a small oceanfront room at one for. 
$145. We agreed we’d-consider this just lost 
money if we could find another way home. But 
if necessary, we'd be sleeping beachfront = 
rather than on an airport floor. 

As we went to bed Monday night, we étened 
to more people at CNN, NPR and Accuweather 
tell us this was only the beginning. The huge 
storm would hit during the night. We’d wake up 
Tuesday morning here in heaven—up there it 
would be hell.

The songs she chooses run the gamut from country 
to jazz, from rock to Broadway. Her background as a 
cabaret singer in Manhattan sometimes surfaces

Montauk, but she can find her 
place in a gospel tune or a blues 
number as well. 

“I grew up with Emmy Lou 
Harris, Bonnie Raitt, and Linda 
Ronstadt,” she said. “Listening 
to the women that sang. Yet I 
love the lyrics and expression 
of David Bromberg, Joe Cocker, 
Lyle Lovett, Janis Joplin—people 
who throw themselves into it.” 

It’s that connection to the song, 
that ability to become one with 
it, that she admires about the 
latter group. They seem to use 
music to express deep human 
emotions, and that is something 
Conway values not only because 
it helps her to grow as a singer, 
but also because it helps her to 
grow as a person. 

“I love singing from my heart, 
singing from my soul. I love 
going really deeply into song and 
feeling and expressing emotions 
that I might be hesitant to 
express in my life. In a song, | 
have permission that I might not 
give myself on a daily basis,” she 
says. 

For Conway, the lyrics are the 
first draw of the song. She loves artists that put great 
attention into the stories they tell, and she relishes

the opportunity to retell them in her own way. 

One of her favorite renditions that she performs is 
Leonard Cohen’s “Suzanne.” 

“The original song sounds like a totally different 
song,” said Conway. “He does it with a full 
accompaniment. I love to sing it a cappella, and even 
if 1 am with a full band I want just one instrument.” 

The reason for this, she says, is that she feels she’s 
able to be more in control of the song, and to take it 
at her own pace. 

“Leonard Cohen has written such a powerful song,” 
she says, “that it doesn’t need accompaniment. It 
stands on its own, and that’s unique.” 

There are other songs, like “Amazing Grace,” that 
she feels also lend themselves to being performed 
a cappella. But most of the time, Conway performs 
with a band. Last week, at a coffee house in Montauk, 
she sang with baby grand piano accompaniment. A 
fan of her work told her that she brings songs to life, 
that there was depth, whether poignant or fun, in 
what she had to express. 

“I love getting inside a song,” she said, “and I’m so 
grateful to the songwriters and to the singers and 
musicians who do great interpretations of songs that 
move me to sing them.” 

Of course, with the baby grand in Montauk, she 
was inspired to draw from her cabaret and Broadway 
vault. This weekend, she’ll perform at Bay Street 
Theater in Sag Harbor in a tribute to the Beatles and 
the Rolling Stones. And she’s already booked shows 
at the Stephen Talkhouse in Amagansett for this 
spring. No matter what the genre, Conway is just 
happy to be up there. 

“Live music brings the community together,” she 
said. “There aren’t a lot of things going on this time 
of year, so wherever the music is happening, that’s 
where everybody is. It pulls people out of the house 
and brings them together.” ga.

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How to Eat and How to Die from Local Authors

— — It’s too bad that South Forker 
Stefanie Sacks’s important 
book What the Fork Are You 
Eating? (Tarcher/Penguin) 
is too long and technical— 
especially in the opening 
chapter with its many 
_ abbreviations—because what 
she has to say about eating 
well is timely and significant. 
The tone is conversational, 
authoritative, confident, often delightfully sarcastic 
and always encouraging. The book is also personal, 
with much of what’s here tested on the pulse. A 
childhood that included recurring bouts of asthma, 
allergies, bronchitis and pneumonia led her, in 
her teens, to adopt various diets such as vegan, 
vegetarian, macrobiotic and blood type. She knows 
better now. Nonetheless, the mass of information— 
charts, lists, references—all seem a bit much, 
especially for non-specialist readers. Of course, the 
book could be read in sittings, sections printed out 
and apps downloaded. She’s reasonable; she’d be 
pleased if we just take what we can. 

_- What the Fork Are You Eating shows that a pro can 
visit the dark side. Sacks indulges at times in bad 
stuff. She’s also no knee-jerk pleader for organic, 
though she does recommend going that route for the 
most part. At the heart of her thesis is that all should 
learn where food comes from and how it’s treated 


from farm to market to table. There are surprises: | 


what’s frozen or processed is not necessarily to 
be avoided, though her advise is the fewer the 
ingredients the better. Forget bottled water and get 
a stainless steel thermos and fill it up. And wait ’til

you see the list of who owns what 
companies—Big Food conglomerates 
who bought up the so-called 
“good guys.” . 

A master chef who has an MLS. in 
Nutrition and is a certified nutrition 
specialist (CNS) and certified dietitian 
nutritionist (CDN), Sacks hosts the 
program “Stirring the Pot” on WPPB 
and writes frequently for major 
publications. She’s convinced that 
changing food habits is not only 
important for improving health 
but also for improving society, 
especially the environment, by 
holding producers and sellers to high 
standards. She urges support for 
local farms, stores and restaurants 
that are open about what they do 
and how they do it. Much regulation is simply false 
or inadequate, she shows, and even terms such as 
“organic,” “certified humane,” and “nutrition fact” 
can mislead or downright lie. As the subtitle of 
the book puts it, get ready for “An Action Plan for 
Your Pantry and Plate.” Change is not easy, she 
acknowledges, but Sacks has practical ideas on how 
to proceed. Leading that list surely are the delicious 
recipes that make up the last chapter of the book.

Jason Statham stars in Wild

in the first chapter (Brad Richardson, 
the 16th richest man in the world, 
is slain in his luxury beachfront 
house, along with his prized Borzoi 
dogs), the investigation, arrest, trial 
and resolution can be anticipated. 
Moreover, descriptive passages on 
the Hamptons—numerous, intrusive 
and irrelevant (they don’t delay 
the action in a suspenseful way)— 
may cause unease. Is East Hampton 
still being referenced as “elite” and 
“exclusive” and full of “dirty little 
secrets” about money, sex and drugs?

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White Chocolate is for Valentine’s Day 


BY SILVIA LEHRER 


SIMPLE 


Chocolate has always been 
one of my favorite desserts 
for special occasions. There 
are few better ways to end a 
Valentine’s Day dinner than 
with a dessert made with 
chocolate. I love the idea of 
preparing a white chocolate 
mousse with a red raspberry 
= sauce—appropriate colors for 
~~ Valentine’s Day. 
White chocolate is considered the “unchocolate 
chocolate.” It’s not as sweet as regular chocolate— 
and that’s exactly why I like using it in the white 
chocolate mousse recipe. The amount of sugar that 
is called for in the recipe below, and added to the 
mousse mixture, is just sweet enough to satisfy. 

The white chocolate mousse is quite simple. 
Heated half and half is added to the previously 
melted chocolate sugar mixture and returned to the 
saucepan. It is simmered for several minutes, the 
softened gelatin stirred into the mixture, seasonings 
stirred through and poured into a mold. For the 
sauce, the combined raspberries, preserves and 
sugar are simmered together, seasoned with the 
liquor and refrigerated for a week or more. The sauce 
may also be served over ice cream or pound cake. 
Enjoy your do-ahead Valentine’s Day treat! 


WHITE CHOCOLATE MOUSSE 

WITH RASPBERRY SAUCE 

This white chocolate mousse, with its silky, custard- 
like texture, is made without eggs or heavy cream. 
When prepared in a heart mold, it makes a perfect 
Valentine’s Day treat served with red raspberry sauce. 


Serves 4 to 6 


For the mousse 

5 ounces white chocolate, 
chopped fine* 

1/2 cup superfine sugar 

1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
1/4 cup cold water 

1 pint half and half 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1 teaspoon rosewater 

Grated peel from 1 orange 


For the sauce 

1 package (10 oz.) frozen 
raspberries, thawed 

1/4 cup raspberry preserves 

2 tablespoons confectioners’ sugar 
1 to 2 tablespoons kirsch (cherry brandy) 


Ooh, smooth! 


1. Place chopped chocolate in top of a double 
boiler or straddle a bow! over a saucepan with water 
in bottom pan (I prefer this method). Place pan over 
very low heat; it is important that the top bowl sit 
over the water below without touching the water. 
When mixture appears to be soft, stir with a wooden 
spoon until smooth. Remove from heat and stir 
sugar into melted chocolate as well as possible. Any 
lumpy coated particles of chocolate that develop will 
dissolve with the addition of the hot half and half. 


2. Sprinkle gelatin over cold water and let stand 
until gelatin has absorbed the liquid. Set aside and 
do not stir. 


3. In another saucepan heat half and half to . 
the edge of a boil. Pour hot half and half into 


the chocolate mixture, return to the 
saucepan the half and half heated in, 
_and simmer over medium-low heat about 
3 to 4 minutes, stirring constantly until 
mixture is smooth. Be careful not to 
allow the mixture to boil over. Remove 
from heat and stir in softened gelatin to 
incorporate thoroughly. Add vanilla, rose 
water and grated orange peel; stir to mix. 
Pour into a 4cup soufflé dish or heart 
mold. Chill for 5 to 6 hours or overnight. 
g Serve with raspberry sauce.

5. Combine berries, preserves and sugar in a 
saucepan and bring to the edge of a boil. Adjust 
heat to medium-low and simmer the mixture, stirring 
occasionally for about 12 minutes or so, until slightly 
thickened. Remove from heat and allow to cool 
thoroughly. Add kirsch and stir to mix. If too thick, 
stir in some of the reserved juice by droplets until 
desired consistency is reached. Refrigerate, covered 
in a suitable container until ready to use. Sauce can 
be prepared a week or more ahead. 


*Note 1: For finely chopped chocolate, break into 
pieces then finely chop in a food processor with steel - 
knife blade in place. : 


Note 2: Working with chocolate can be tricky and is a 
delicate procedure. Care should be taken when melting 
chocolate or it can turn lumpy—or worse it can seize if 
any moisture or steam gets into the chocolate. Best to 
melt over very low, steady heat. ga

N ow that the high season for rentals and 
“@ occupancy is fast approaching, everyone on the 
East End should know the top changes from the past 
year in real estate laws that affect our community. 
National Flood Insurance Program Reformed 

In recent years, flood insurance premium rates 
have skyrocketed. The Homeowner Flood Insurance 
Affordability Act of 2014 mitigates some of those 
ate increases while continuing the program’s goal 
of eliminating subsidies and applying true actuarial 
risk in setting policy premiums. The new law ends 
the effectuation of a debilitating rule that previously 
resulted in the setting of new insurance rate premiums 
as aresult of a real estate transaction. As a result of 
_ the prior rule, purchasers were left uncertain about 
what their insurance bill could become right after 
the purchase. Now, home purchasers can continue 
to be grandfathered under the prior owner’s policy 
premium amount and a degree of certainty now 
exists concerning transactions involving property 
requiring flood insurance. 

New York Estate and Gift Tax Reforms _ 

New York has increased its estate tax exemption 
and will continue to increase this exemption through 
2019, at which time it will be equal in amount to 
the Federal exemption. Through March 31, 2015, 
the exemption for an individual is $2,062,500 in 
New York. Then, for the next year the exemption is 
$3,125,000. However, New York has also imposed a 
3-year look-back on gifts made prior to death where 


the value a the property gifted is now included 
into the total value of the decedent’s assets when 
calculating estate tax. Additionally, the new law 
provides a cliff where an estate that is valued at 
more than 105% of the exemption amount limit (i.e., 
$2,165,625) will be taxed on the entirety of the estate, 
not just the amount over the exemption amount 


_ limit. As a result, those with estates over $2,062,500 


should consider estate tax planning. 


New York Leases Require Sprinkler System Notice 


This is timely, given the surge in summer rental 
interest. Residential leases in New York must now 
provide notice whether the property has a fire 
safety sprinkler system, by way of precise statutory 
language with bold font. As a result, landlords should 
have their leases redrafted prior to offering new 
rentals or renewing old leases in 2015. Additionally, 
cooperative apartments will have to rewrite all of 
their proprietary leases to comply with this mandate. 

Foreclosure Updates: Conferences, Service 
Members and Phantom Income 

The foreclosure settlement conference program 
had its sunset provision (i.e., when the program 
ends) extended for an additional 5 years with respect 
to residential home loans. These conferences utilize 
court-appointed referees to ensure lenders negotiate 
in good faith with mortgagors with a goal of modifying 
the mortgage in order to avoid foreclosure. Effective 
December i, 2014, these conferences also became 
available to homeowners seeking exit strategies 
through either a short sale or a deed-in-lieu of 
foreclosure, in addition to mortgage modifications. 


New Real Estate Laws East Enders Must Know 


The Federal Foreclosure Relief for Servicemembers 
Act of 2014 extends through “2015 the one-year 
period after a service member’s military service 
during which: (1) a court may stay proceedings to 
enforce an obligation on real ... property owned by 
the service member before such military service; and 
(2) any sale, foreclosure, or seizure of such property 
shall be invalid without a court order or waiver 
agreement signed by the.service member” as per the 
Library of Congress Summary. 

The tax exemption available to underwater 
homeowners who earn phantom income (ce., 
cancellation of debt income), which arises when 
a debt is forgiven incident to a short sale or a 
deed-in-lieu of foreclosure, was extended through 
2014, but not into 2015. In 2015 it is uncertain 
whether homeowners who are forgiven on a portion 
of their debt in a foreclosure, modification, short 
sale or deed-in-lieu of foreclosure will receive a 
corresponding income tax bill resulting from the 
cancellation of debt. 

New York Real Estate Brokerage Rebates 

Brokers can now issue rebates to attract new 
customers and clients. To illustrate, a buyer’s agent 
can now offer a portion.of their commission received 
by way of a co-brokerage agreement from the seller’s 
agent to incentivize a buyer to work with the buyer’s 
agent. This new law applies to all those working 
with a broker and the broker can even share a 
commission received by one side of the deal with the 
other transacting party. When working with a broker, 
ask if they offer a rebate. gp
